Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Secrrox 1.  That Section 88 of the act entitled “an
act to regulato elections in this State, and to redunce the
several acts relating to the same to one act,” approved
March 12th, 1861, be and the same hereby is amended
B0 as to read as follows:

Sec. 33. The County Auditor of cach of the several
counties in this State, which does not constitute or contain

number of votes at the last preceding general election,
except in the cases hereinafter provided ; and said Audi-
tor shall endorse on the outside of the cover thereof, the
following words: ¢ Abstract of votes for members of the
State Senate and Honse of Representatives ot the countﬂ
of .’ and sign his name thereto, and forward suc
abstract to the proper Auditor within fifteen days after
the day of clection; Hrovided, That the returns and
abstract of votes for members of the Legislature of the
Third Senatorial District shall be made to and canvassed
by tho Auditor of the county of Stearns, within thirty
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days after tho day of election ; and the returns and ab-
stracts of votes for members of the Legislature of the
Fourth Senatorial district shall be made to and canvassed
by the Auditor of Ancka county, within twenty days
after the day of election; and the same rules shall be
observed as to the calling other officers to their assist-
anco, and tho manner of opening and canvassing tho re-
turns, and awarding certificates of election, by said Avdi-
tors last named, as are to he observed in other cases pro-’
vided in the next section.

Seo. 2. That Section 34 of eaid act shall be, and is
hereby amended so as to read as follows:

SEo. 34¢. When two or more counnties are comprised
in one benatorial district of this State, tho Anditor of
the senior county, or of the county wherein it is provid-
ed the returns are to be made, shall, on the twenty-fifth iy of meoting
day after tho election, with the County Auditors of sucli of convasing
other counties of the district, as may choose to attend at besrd
his oftice, eall to his assistance two Justices of the Peace '
and a Probate Judge, (provided such a Judge resides at
the county seat where the returns are made,) and shall
then and there open the returns of the votes given in the
soveral counties, or portions of a county or ecountics com-
Posin% such Senatorial district; and enid Anditors shall
immediately make out a certificate of eclection for the
person or persons having the highest number of votes in
snch Senatorial district, for 2 member or members of the
Legislature, which certiticate shall be delivered to the
person entitled to it,on his application, verbal or written,
to the County Auditor of the county where the roturns
arc made as aforesaid.

Sgo. 3. This act shall be in force from and after its
passage.
